| Hardy 


ARDENERS not familiar with hardy 
oranges, Poncirus trifoliata, al- 
ways find much of interest in this 
shrub which endures 
slightly below zero without injury. This 
plant taken by earliest Buddhist 
travelers from China to Korea and Japan 
apparently well before the year 700. In 
Japan it is known as karatachi, Chinese 
orange, and used extensively as a hedge 
plant. 


was 


Earlier European travelers must have 
noticed the spiny impervious hedges, but 
the first one to write about hardy oranges 
was the Westphalian Engelbert Kaemp- 
fer. who was in Japan from 1690 to 1692. 
His notes and drawings permitted Lin- 
naeus to describe the species in 1763 as 
Citrus trifoliata. Although this name is 
still widely used today, Poncirus seems 
favored by botanists. 

The record does not show that plants 
were grown in Europe or America until 
many years later. And it was not until 
1873 that P. J. A. Berckmans introduced 
hardy oranges from Japan to Fruitlands, 
near Augusta, Georgia. The new shrub 

was advertised as a hedge plant, and 

demand long surpassed the quantity of 
new stock propagated. A Belgian with 
unusual training as a horticulturist and 
botanist.

istic of the winter effect and gives speci- 
mens a truly evergreen quality, although 
leaves are deciduous. These are alternate 
along the shoots and made up of three 
leaflets (thus giving rise to the specific 
name) carried at the apex of a winged 
petiole. This compound leaf design is 
the most conspicuous difference between 
Citrus and Poncirus, as members of the 
former genus ordinarily have leaves with 
single blades. In both genera, as in 
other members of the rue family, leaves 
are patterned with minute translucent 
dots. 

Hardy oranges vary considerably in 
fragrance and size of blooms. The most 
decorative plants have fragrant 
flowers 2 inches across. These are pro- 
duced from solitary pearl-like buds along 
the preceding year’s growth from early 
to middle spring. The effect of this lovely 
fragrant bloom over the intricate green 
framework is very beautiful and 
fails to gain much admiration. 

In due course the flowers are followed 
by velvety yellow oranges from 1] to 2 
inches in diameter. These are 
ingly bitter and so filled with seeds when 
mature that there is very little pulp. 
However, W. J. Bean notes that they can 
be made into a conserve by boiling in 
sugar.

[From PAGE 6] fragrance—so dis- 
tinctive that connoisseurs have been 
known to keep the yellow globes during 
winter months for their refreshing aroma. 

The seeds are fully as fertile as those 
of other citrus species. One can usually 
find a quantity of youngsters in various 
stages, sprouting and pushing up under 
old plants—or in well-kept gardens’ com- 
post piles. to which litter has been re- 
moved. Because of its unique hardiness, 
the species is widely used as a stock on 
which varieties of citrus fruits are budded. 

Particularly in the North, hardy 
oranges should be set out in spring. They 
erow well in a wide range of soil condi- 
tions. especially in moist light loam. Full 
sun or shade part of the day is satis- 
factory but, especially in their northern 
limits, light shade is beneficial and pro- 
tection from winter winds important. 

Hardy oranges can be grown in greas 
where the temperature ordinarily does 
not dip much below zero, at least for 
long periods. There are records of plants 
surviving short-termed cold as extreme 
as 18° below zero, but ordinarily this 
would bring severe damage. As_ with 
other exotic species, severe weather may 
cause damage or even complete loss once 
in 20 or 30 years, but gardeners invari- 
ably develop such hopeful philosophies 
that plants are soon tried again! The 
beauty and interest contributed by these 
borderline subjects more than compen- 
sate for the gradually forgotten losses. 

Beautiful flowers. interesting showy 
fruits and the evergreen effect of branch- 
lets make Poncirus trifoliata valuable as 
a specimen. These year-round qualities 
and neat dense habit commend it for 
foundation planting. It is best beside a 
sunny terrace or on the protected side 
of a building. 

While the sentiment may seem unchari- 
table. it is nonetheless useful to keep 
in mind the impregnable defense this 
artistic shrub offers where more delicate 
and easily damaged subjects suffer from 
various causes. The hard sharp spines 
and dense growth of this species have 
long been recognized in the Orient and 
more recently in this country as desir- 
able qualifications for hedge and barrier 
planting. This use is not advisable in 
regions where the shrub’s hardiness has 
not been tested. A few pilot plantings 
and inquiry of local plantsmen can fur- 
nish data for evaluation, but it is very 
probable that this attractive orange can 
be grown in carefully selected situations 
considerably farther north than manuals 
indicate»

A cowbird takes a sly look around before 
palming off an egg in a neighbor’s nest. 


CORNS are known to be consumed by 
more than 60 species of mast-eating 


birds. Among these are such 
diversified groups as waterfowl, chicken- 
like birds, pigeons and doves. wood- 
peckers, jays and _ crows, _ titmice, 


nuthatches, mockingbirds, thrushes, star- 
lings, blackbirds and the fringillidae or 
sparrow family. 

One of the most interesting of the 
blackbird family is the cowbird. It is 
parasitic—that is, the female lays her 
eggs in the nests of other birds and 
allows the foster parents to raise her 
young. Some species are promiscuously 
parasitic, others truly so. 

The cowbird’s eggs, usually larger than 
those of the bird chosen to incubate it, 
get the most heat from the body of the 
brooder. Therefore it often hatches first. 
And the young cowbird, being larger 
than the other occupants, reaches higher 
and most of the food. While it 
waxes fat and lusty, the legitimate nest- 
lings remain weak and stunted and gen- 
erally die in the nest or are thrown out 
or crowded out by the young usurper. 
Cases in which “rightful heirs” 
are rare indeed. 

The cowbird now has the nest to itself 
and all brought food goes into its capaci- 
ous maw. In about ten days. the youngster 
leaves the nest, but its faithful foster 
parents guard and feed it for many days 
thereafter.

It is a common sight to see 
a young cowbird tended and fed by a 
little warbler so much smaller than the 
great clumsy foundling that the little 
bird seems almost in danger of being 
swallowed alive. 

The brown-headed or eastern cowbird 
has thus victimized more than 100 species 
ranging in size from the blue-gray gnat- 
catcher to the mourning dove. 

Robins and catbirds puncture the cow- 


bird’s eggs and throw them out. Chats 
simply desert their nests. And yellow 


warblers occasionally construct a new 
nest on top of the interloper’s egg. In 





some cases, nests five stories high have 
been built, each nest except the topmost 
with one or more cowbird’s eggs in it. 

The red-eyed cowbird’s habits and 
habitat preferences are similar to those 
of its more northern relative. But it is 
not so promiscuously parasitic. Its chief 
victim is the closely related oriole. In 
South America, the screaming cowbird is 
parasitic only on another cowbird, the 
bay-winged. The latter, in turn, incu- 
bates its own eggs and feeds its own 
young but usually steals an already com- 
pleted nest from another bird. 

Grasshoppers and leaf hoppers, stirred 
up by cattle, are a high proportion of 
the cowbird’s diet. But when these are 
not available, it turns to seeds of grasses, 
weeds and grains and acorns. 

Oaks. to borrow a phrase from Mr. 
Ben Blackburn, are indeed plants for 
permanence. Members of this genus are 
valued for their longevity and sturdy 
growth, many for their brilliant autumn 
color, some for their evergreen leaves, 
and most for their large size or definite 
shape at maturity. 

White oak, Quercus alba, to 150 feet. 
is one of the most characteristic and 
noble trees of northern states. It should 
be planted where it will have room to 
show its majestic proportions and the 
full beauty of autumn color, a 
red or purple. This oak grows best in 
moist soil and is difficult to transplant. 

The northern red oak, Q. borealis 
maxima, to 150 feet, grows rapidly, form- 
ing a large round head. It is one of 
the hardiest, withstanding city conditions. 
Foliage turns dark red in fall. 

The scarlet oak. Q. coccinea, to 80 
feet. is excellent for a dry situation but 
extremely difficult to transplant. The 
bright green foliage is scarlet in autumn. 

The pin oak, Q. palustris. to 120 feet. 
forms a pyramidal head with long pendu- 
lous branches. The foliage 
incised, turning bright red in fall. Be- 
cause of its erect. symmetrical and rather 
rapid growth, it is much used for avenues 
and lawn specimens. 

The willow oak, Q. phellos, to 90 feet. 
has perhaps the finest textured foliage of 
any. Leaves are narrow and pointed at

of shallow roots, it is easy to transplant. 
The live oak, Q. wirginiana, to 75 
feet with a spread of 160 feet. has elliptic 
evergreen leaves, glossy on top and downy 
beneath. This native to the 
South, is much appreciated and planted 
there but is not hardy north of Virginia. 
As specimen shade trees for lawns 
and parks, street trees, lumber and a 
food source for birds, there are no trees 
superior to the majestic oaks. >

Gladiolus are subject to a number of 
diseases and insects, many of which are 
carried into Plantings 
should be inspected thoroughly before 
digging and again before storing and 
questionable plants pitched, including 
those with rusty foliage, black dots or 
streaks. Gladiolus tops don’t react to 
frost the same as dahlias. In fact, early 
planted varieties turn yellow and ripen 
before frost.

Cut gladiolus tops down to 4 inches. 
Then, with a digging fork inserted about 
6 inches from the row, loosen the soil on 
both sides. Lift carefully so that corm 
remain intact. Unlike dahlias, 
gladiolus should be dried as rapidly as 
possible to check disease. So, spread the 
corms out on shallow trays or in boxes. 
Do not heap them. If you do, they will 
heat and spoil. Keep them in a dry place 
for three to four weeks in about a 70° 
temperature. Then break them apart.

Remove the husklike coverings, sort the 
corms, and discard all decayed or injured 
ones. Dust the sound corms with a 3 pet 
cent DDT powder, 2 tablespoons to a hal! 
bushel of corms. Then them in 
trays, boxes or mesh bags at a tempera- 
ture of 50°. 

Miscellaneous bulbs such as tritonia 
(montbretia), tigridia, acidanthera. 
achimenes, gloriosa or climbing lily. 
and tuberous begonias are 
treated much the same with certain varia- 
tions. Tritonia must never be 
allowed to dry out. They will become so 
hard they will not flower again. Also, the 
old corms. unlike those of gladiolus, do 
not decay; but discard these at digging 
time as they, too, will not flower again.

Corms are best stored in damp peatmoss.

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resting before frost arrives. Foliage turns 
yellow, flowers are smaller and fewer, 
and lower leaves drop. When this hap- 
pens, stop all watering. No amount of 
stimulation will renew growth. After 
frost, cut the stems to 6 inches above 
eround and lift the tubers with soil at- 
tached. Store in boxes in a dry place for 
four weeks. The tubers are then re- 
moved, cleaned off and stored in flats of 
dry peat, sand or sawdust in a 50° tem- 
perature, 

Among the lesser known bulbs usually 
winter-stored are the various summer- 
flowering oxalis. These are handled much 
like gladiolus except that they are merely 
dug, dried and stored in some dry ma- 
terial with no further preparation. 
Achimenes (generally grown in 
have very small bulbs called tubercles. 
These can be stored in the soil that clings 
to them. in their pots, or in sand at a 
temperature of 50°. 

Plants that remain in a semidormant 
state through the winter retaining their 
foliage include the Peruvian daffodil or 
spider lily, Ismene calathina, Clivia 
miniata and the African lily, agapanthus. 
Keeping as much soil as possible on the 
roots. ismene is lifted. placed in boxes 
and stored in a warm room. The fleshy 
roots of African lily. generally grown in 
tubs, must never be permitted to dry out. 
Stored in a 50° or more temperature, 
they are given just enough water in win- 
ter to keep the foliage green until spring 
growth begins.

Others to try include the beautiful 
eremurus, the foxtail lilies. Though not 
strictly a bulb (the roots are fleshy), 
they are generally included in bulbous 
material. The Shelford hybrids grow 4 
to 6 feet tall, and their yellow. orange, 
copper and rose blooms make distinctive 
cut flowers. Rarely seen is crown im- 
perial, Fritillaria imperialis. There is a 
notion that this bulb is not hardy. Ac- 
tually, it has been growing in northern 
New England for more than 50 years, and 
bulbs last as long if undisturbed. 

Alstroemeria is. as a rule, none too 
hardy though. But the species aurantiaca 
is fairly hardy in New England with 
some winter covering. Once planted, it 
lasts for years. The clusters of golden 
lily-like flowers borne on tall stems in 
June and July are a dramatic sight. 

Remaking of perennial gardens goes 
hand in hand with bulb planting. With 
the possible exception of the oriental 
poppy. practically all perennials can be 
dug. separated and replanted again. Left 
until spring, when the rush is on and 
time is short, the job will not get the at- 
tention you can give it now. 

Soil improvers are currently attract- 
ing considerable attention. Some _ will 
prove very useful. But in the scramble, 
there is danger that the fundamentals of 
soil fertility may become confused. As 
yet there’s no substitute for humus in 
building and maintaining a productive 
soil. and the compost heap is still the 
best source for humus. Even the smallest 
garden can find a space for some com- 
post: grass and hedge clippings. weeds, 
vegetable tops and other green 
lents. which decompose readily. and 
leaves. Leafmold alone is an excellent 
top dressing for newly seed-sown soil, 
potting soil, lawn or flower garden. In 
the compost heap, leaves break down 
faster when mixed with green material 
and animal manures. 

The best method in the average gar- 
den is to mix all compost material. Start 
by digging a pit 6 inches deep. Pile the 
soil around the edges to increase the 
pit’s depth. Fill the bottom with ab- 
sorbent material—sawdust. 
even leaves—to catch drainings. Mix the 
partly decayed materials collected dur- 
ing the summer with fresh material. This

ee» FOR GARDENS IN THE NORTH AND SOUTH 


By ROY E. SHEPHERD (Ohio) 


HE knotty “to be or not to be” ques- 

tion of rose growers—whether to 

plant in the fall or in the spring—is 
still being debated. Yet except in the far 
north, where spring planting is decidedly 
preferable, the results seem to be about 
the same—at least this is so in my 
northern Ohio garden, with a minimum 
temperature last winter of 17° below 
zero. 

In the fall, rose nurseries in the north 
and east are able to supply a more com- 
plete list of varieties, and there is not 
the great rush of spring planting chores. 
The risk of winter loss should not be too 
great if roses are properly planted and 
amply protected by mounds of earth. 
These mounds are not removed from 
fall-planted roses until early spring. In 
the case of spring-planted the 
mound of earth is applied only to main- 
tain the canes in a plump condition and 
is removed after a couple of weeks. 

Of course many nurseries in the South 
and on the West Coast cannot supply 





roses,

and protected. Carry plants in a pail of 
water, left, protecting them against the 
drying influence of sun and wind. Dig a 
hole large enough to accommodate roots 
without crowding or crossing them. Cut 
back any extremely long or broken roots. 


ripened plants in time for fall planting 
in northern gardens. The plants produced 
in these two areas are usually of excel- 
lent quality and well adapted for plant- 
ing in the north. In preparation for 
planting them in the spring, rose beds 
may be rough-spaded or hilled in the 
fall so that planting may be done very 
early. Plants may be heeled in (stored 
in a trench and covered with soil). 
Whether roses are planted in the fall 
or in the spring, a few basic rules should 
be observed. Do not expose the roots to 
the drying influence of sun or wind. Dig 
the hole large enough to accommodate 


them without crowding or crossing. Cut 
back any which are extremely long. The 
soil should be in contact with the roots 
but not packed too compactly. Air pock- 
ets may be avoided by lightly tamping 
the soil if it is loose enough, or the soil 
may be washed around the roots. Don’t 


tamp after watering as this may cause 
the soil to “puddle” and too 
compact, 


become 





In northern gardens, where winter loss 
is a problem, the bud union should be 
set an inch or so below the soil surface; 
in the South it should be above the ground. 
Tamp the soil lightly to avoid air pockets 


around the roots; or, wash soil into contact 
with Soils containing much clay 
should not be packed into a compact mass. 


roots. 
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Where winter loss is a problem, the 
bud union (a swelling or knob on the 
lower part of the stem where the rose 
variety was budded on the rootstock) 
should be an inch or so below the surface 


in northern gardens; in southern gar- 
dens, above the surface. 
Factors which affect winter loss of 


roses should be considered by the fore- 
sighted gardener. Here are four major 
causes of casualties: 

1. Vigorous or rampant late-season 
growth should be discouraged. Heavy 
pruning should be avoided and blooms 
cut with short stems. Because fertilizing, 
watering and_ cultivating stimulate 
growth, fertilizer should be withheld en- 
tirely and watering and cultivation held 
to a minimum after July. 

Adequate drainage is important. 
Roses will not thrive during the summer 
nor survive the winter in a waterlogged 
soil. 

3. A rosebush, like a hibernating bear, 
fattens during the late summer in prepa- 
ration for a long winter nap. The foliage, 
which is the fattening agent, should be 
maintained in a healthy condition in 
order for the plant to function properly. 
Combination insecticides and fungicides, 
either sprays or dusts, now make it an 
easy task to prevent all major causes of 
defoliation. 

1. Waiting to apply the _ protective 
mound of earth until after several heavy 
frosts have ripened the wood is not al- 
ways practicable. Winter arrived unex- 
pectedly in parts of the country

year, making it difficult for many 
rose growers to accomplish this task. 


Only the exceptionally heavy snow cover 
prevented a severe winter loss. Since I 


water it 
that soil is wet clear 
the roots. Don’t tamp soil after 
watering as that might cause soil to become 
too compact. Roses require good drainage 
and will not survive a winter in waterlogged 
soil. Tender, late season growth should not 
be encouraged by late watering or feeding. 


After planting the rose bush, 


thoroughly so 
down to 
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have about 2,000 varieties which must be 
protected each fall, 1 must begin mound- 
ing about the end of October. I do not 
cut back the long canes, however, until 
severe weather has  defoliated the 
branches. It is more pleasant to work 
outside in the garden in October than 
it is in November, I have found. A 6- 
inch mound of earth will give ample 
protection, but a higher mound will 
preserve more wood. My own soil is a 
heavy clay loam with adequate drainage. 
The snow cover is usually deficient and 
the plants are exposed to heavy winds 
and maximum winter sunlight. 

These cultural directions apply par- 
ticularly to hybrid teas, but they are also 
generally applicable to the other so- 
called tender roses. The small-flowered 
polyanthas require but little protection 
in areas where the temperature does not 
descend ‘below zero and receive it only in 
exposed parts of my garden. The flori- 
bundas are intermediate in hardiness be- 
tween their parents, the hybrid teas and 
the polyanthas. Until the degree of hardi- 
ness of certain varieties is established in 
your garden, it is advisable to give them 
some protection. 

Hardy climbers require no fall care 
other than the anchoring of long canes 


to prevent whipping in strong winds. 
Tender climbers should be laid on the 


ground and covered with soil in severe 
climates and with straw, roofing paper. 
burlap or similar material in sections 
where only slight protection is required. 
Tree roses of the hybrid tea type may be 
protected either by loosening the roots 
on one side, laying the plant on the 
ground and covering it with soil or by 
digging the plant and burying it 





4 A mound of earth at least 6 inches high 
around each newly planted rose bush 
will provide ample protection against win- 
ter winds and temperature changes; a 
higher mound of soil will preserve more 
wood. The mound should be worked down 
and removed in early spring. The author 
begins mounding his roses in late October.

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Coldframe 
Gardening 


By P. J. McKENNA 


ROWING vegetables in a coldframe is a challenge to the 

gardener. It differs from garden culture where the grow- 

ing season is, for the most part. favorable. With cold- 
frames the gardener tries to improve the season. Everything is 
done to encourage growth and reduce checks to the very 
minimum. 

Vegetables which were sown last month will now need to be 
thinned out to the spacing prescribed. Do this carefully so that 
the plants which remain are not injured. 

As the month progresses, glass protection will be needed at 
night in many sections of the Northeast. If the cover is put 
on in the afternoon. much of the heat of the day will be retained 
within the frame. Hay, mats or other covering on the glass 
further retain the heat when frost threatens. Where extremely 
cold nights are expected, and vegetables are being grown, a 
further protection and aid could be had from using two strands 
of soil heating cable stretched under the glass sash. This can, 
with extra covering, mean a difference of nearly 20 degrees over 
the outside temperature. See pictures at left. 

Watering, a chore that is done in almost any fashion outdoors, 
becomes important in the coldframe. It must be done in the 
morning so that the leaves will be dry when the glass is put on 
in the evening. The soil must not be kept continually wet. just 
moist. The surface is kept constantly stirred to maintain a layer 
of dry soil and so prevent moisture from accumulating during 
the night and promoting disease. 

The coldframe is an ideal place for growing the early flower- 
ing primroses, especially Primula rosea and the Juliana hybrids. 
Seedlings of these primulas will not make much of a show. It 
will take year-old plants to give a quantity of bloom. They are 
a good follow-up to sweet violets, which were mentioned last 
month and which can still be set in the frame. Their colors 
are completely different. The primulas will benefit from having 
a good supply of leafmold added to the soil. With the addition 
of a little rotted manure, flowers of exhibition quality can be 
expected. These primulas are fairly hardy and if the tem- 
perature does drop fairly low during the winter, no harm will 
result. In this sense, they are the equal of the violets. 

Pansies, too, are used in a coldframe. Early sown plants will 
be in flower in November and December, if wanted. The fare 
can be further varied if late sown plants of marigold and 
calendula are carefully lifted from the garden and set in the 
coldframe. They will continue to furnish flowers for a time 
after they would have been killed by, frost outdoors. 

The coldframe can be used as a vegetable storage place. 
Celery dug with all possible soil on the roots can be set in a 
trench and the soil mounded over the ‘stalks. The sash is put 
on only when a freeze threatens. Leeks, likewise. are taken up 
but you can remove the very tops of the leaves. Carrots, beets, 
turnips and even parsnips can be housed for the winter, to be 
easily accessible when needed. In this case, the roots are covered 
with tar paper or boards, with some hay or straw. The sash 
is put on when there is a severe freeze. It can be covered, too. 

Partially ripened tomatoes, even those that are green, can 
be ripened by spreading them on boards or boxes and setting 
them in the framc to ripen gradually

HE camellia has been praised so highly as a winter- 
flowering shrub in the South and West that it will 
surprise some people to learn that the entire 
species Camellia sasanqua ‘and several varieties of C. 
japonica bloom early in the fall. Moreover, the number 
of early introductions is increasing steadily in a seem- 
ingly endless parade.

These precocious flowering plants are a_ particular 
boon to gardeners who live on the fringes of the Camellia 
Belt—which includes the eastern seaboard from 
Norfolk southward, the Gulf Coast. many parts of Calli- 
fornia and as far north as Oregon. This accommodating 
earliness allows borderline areas to enjoy the beautiful 
velvety blossoms of camellias—those choice hardy ever- 
greens which outshine all other flowering evergreens on 
the market—before frost damages them. 

One prime reason why early-blossoming varieties. the 
unsung heroes of the camellia garden. are so little known 
is that they never get the chance to “show” off. Most 
camellia exhibitions are held in January and February, 
after the early varieties have passed their peak. 

Camellia sasanqua is a fine rapid-growing compact 
shrub which blooms prolifically for two months every 
fall. Flowers range from pure white and palest pink 
to red. and from solids to variegated colorings. Although 
a wide open, single flower with conspicuous stamens is 
typical. there are semidoubles and even doubles in the 
species. Flowers and leaves are usually smaller than 
those of C. japonica and the plant is less cemanding in 
soil requirements. Because of this adaptability as well 
as a general vigor, it has long been used as understock 
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on which to graft less hardy types. Now, however, 
sasanqua is coming into its own as a fine ornamental. 
Its beauty, free-flowering habit and sturdiness have 
starred it in its own right. 

More than 200 varieties of C. sasanqua are now avail- 
able. The compact, rapid-growing varieties are useful 
as hedges and windbreaks. They respond readily to 
pruning and are easy to control as foundation plantings. 
But a 20-foot height is not uncommon for “uninhibited” 
sasanquas. Imagine a whole row of these shrubs—a 
sweep of solid bloom against a backdrop of dark glossy 
green! Sasanquas can indeed do much for your garden. 

The pale pink pyramidal Texas Star makes a fine 
accent. Rosy-hued TANYA, a recumbent grower, is 
excellent in the foreground. 

Possibly the jaw-jiggling Japanese names of many 
sasanquas account for their delayed popularity. Don’t 
be deterred by them. Fluffy white Mine-No-Yukt 
(Snow-on-the-Mountain) is an early favorite. The large 
semidouble SETSUGEKKA, a newer white, has almost 
shatter-proof blossoms. The shining white opalescence 
of OcEAN Sprincs is sparked with a brilliant scarlet 
band. VELVETY is crimson red. Uniqueness of form is 
displayed in the long, notched red and white petals of 
Hiryo-NisHiki, a double. 

Good pinks include the large single SHINONOME in 
flesh; the soft clear pink single Briar Rose; Hucu 
Evans (Hebe). a deeper shade; and the semidouble 
Pink Snow. flushed with lavender. 

In the South, sasanquas bloom from September through 
November, tapering off in December [SEE PAGE 71]

CTOBER is the month of opti-‘mum” display! That 

means that right now you have a golden opportunity 

to see the latest and best varieties “in action.” So 
with notebook in hand to jot down varieties for ordering next 
spring, hie yourself to all mum shows nearby. And so you'll 
know exactly what to look for, let’s skim through the _ best 
of the many new introductions. 

Among the decoratives, whose large, usually double flowers 
are freer blooming and more easily grown than the huge 
greenhouse commercials, the newer whites are tremendously 
effective. WuiteE CLoupb, perhaps the finest early pure white, 
has very double flowers 3 to 5 inches wide. It flowers in 
September, stands frost well and, if disbudded, grows to 
mammoth size. SpinpRIFT, a shapely 3-inch bloom faintly 
dahlia-like, is more robust than its lovely parent, JEAN 
CumMING. Bloom starts October 1 on this stocky 2-foot plant. 
SEAGULL, another splendid early, produces faintly creamed 
giant blossoms on a lusty 214-foot plant. Mixed parentage 
is evident in snow-white Simp.icity, with its bushy growth 
and very dark foliage. 

From Canada comes THE Swan, a 214-footer bred from 
English mums and our own. This double beauty achieves 
5-inch blooms, first appearing in early October. Look for 
FORTUNE, also, with its 4-inch cream flowers of ideal, power- 
ful structure. It comes into its own about October 5. 

Pursuing the gleam of the new reds, we find many early- 
flowering varieties subject to sun-fading. Hence, most are

tardy in achieving their brightest pageantry. Well-grown 
plants of ALEX CUMMING have no peers. They boast magnif- 
icent 4-inch blooms. both incurving and recurving. of bright 
cerise ripening to deep rose. October 10 finds this one at 
its peak. A tali grower, the plant should be p‘nched back 
regularly until the end of July and not overfed. CArpiINAL 
blooms in late September. Its 21-inch flowers are softened 
by bronze. A wondrously formed 34-inch glowing ruby is 
Success. However, it is a bit late for many areas and not 
always firmly anchored in the ground. A lovely Indian lake 
red are the large reflex blooms of Sir Keith Murpocx. 
Foliage is a rich leathery green. A 1952 Totty introduction, 
this choice mum flowers November 5. 

Two new reds of the University of Nebraska are highly 
praised for earliness, hardiness and _ frost resistance. 
ARAPAHOE is a rich red, shaded bronze on petal reverses.

Just what temperature do African violets 
like? 

In winter they do best in a range of from 
65° to 70° during the day and not more than 
10° less at night. An occasional drop slightly 
below this does no harm. Higher temperatures 
are all right. too, if the air is not allowed to 
become too dry. Some means of adding mois- 
ture to the air must be provided—-such as 
humidifiers. or pebble-filled galvanized trays 
of water which supply air moisture through 
evaporation to the plants standing on them. 
All this makes for a healthier atmosphere for 
you. too. What happens when temperatures

HO, walking in the autumn woods, has not felt an 
impulse to stay time, to hold the transient loveli- 
ness for another moment when winter closes in? 

Why not, then, re-create a particular bit of your wood- 
land in a glass container? A cordial glass, an antique 
goblet, a glass milk pitcher will do as well as a fish bowl 
or one of those tremendous demi-johns. If your container 
has no top, you can have one cut for it at the glazier’s. 

In the miniature world of a terrarium the elements of the 
larger terrain are present: the root, the pregnant earth, 
the flower. What is needed is patience in bringing these 
elements together in such a way that they will survive, 
choosing plants that will live with one another in harmony. 
Once the terrarium is made, maintenance is negligible, 
for moisture condensing on the sides and top of the 
bowl waters the soil whence it came. 

Gathering the material is naturally the first, as well as 
the most important. step. There are commercial growers 
who raise evergreen woodland plants, and for those who 
do not have access to their own woods or who want to 
purchase plants protected by conservation lists in their 
particular state, these growers are recommended. 

But do your own gathering if you possibly can, for 
then you will incorporate into your terrarium the memory 
of stillness and the smell of fallen leaves. There is such

You cAN ENJOY coleus the year 
around. It will live in the same jardiniere 
in the house in winter as it did on the 
terrace in summer, and in either place 
it will provide branches of multicolored 
foliage for bouquets and more plants. 
The hig requirement is sunshine to keep 
the leaves bright in color. 

Select your first plants carefully, 
choosing those that are quite different 
in form and color. Then you can break 
off pieces of the plants from time to 
time and root them in water, moist sand 
or peat. You can’t 
rooting! Branches used in arrange- 
ments will often root while still in the 
flower bowl and can either be potted 
up or set out in the garden. A good in- 
door soil mixture for coleus is: 1 part 
sand, 1 part leafmold or humus, 2 parts 
loam and a bit of dried cow manure. 
Use clean pots with drainage material 
in the bottom.

If you are ambitious and patient you 
can also grow coleus from seed. It will 
serminate readily at 60° to 65°, but the 
seedlings should be watched for signs of 
lamping off. Don’t overlook the small- 
‘st seedlings—they are often the pret- 
tiest. 

Mealybug sometimes bothers this suc- 
culent plant indoors, but a regular shower 
f cold water usually keeps pests away. 
\ bit of cotton on a matchstick dipped 
in alcohol will kill those which do ap-

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The Home Greenhouse 





WISH you could visit John Myers at 
White Plains, New York, with me this 
month. To know this veteran gar- 
dener, who gives so freely of his long 
experiences, is an inspiration. “Rank 
amateur,” he calls himself, but if you 
were to see his greenhouse in October, 
you would find a most practical schedule 
for winter flowers well under way. 
Flowers he selects for cutting in- 


clude: chrysanthemums, calendulas, snap- 


dragons, sweet peas, stocks, carnations 
and winter-flowering marigolds. His pot 
plants consist of calceolarias, cinerarias, 
primroses, heliotrope and bulbs. 

John took up greenhouse gardening 
as a hobby more than 30 years ago and 
since his retirement in 1934 has devoted 
much of his time to it. Over the years, 
he has worked out a routine that gives 
him the greatest number of blooms for 
cutting, as well as flowering pot plants, 
with the least amount of effort. 

This is his schedule for October. 
Young plants of calendulas, snapdragons, 
stocks and marigolds that were started 
in seed flats during the summer are set 


in the greenhouse benches. where they 
flower from December on. Chrysanthe- 
mums grown outdoors in 6- or 7-inch 


pots during the summer are set on the 
greenhouse benches early this month. 
They flower from late September until 
January. String supports for sweet peas 
that were sown in September are put up. 
The sweet peas should start to flower by

December, but will provide the most 
bloom in February and March. 
Calceolarias, cinerarias and primroses 
started from seed in late summer are 
ready to be transferred to larger 
and will provide good-sized blooms by 
early spring. Carnations that were started 


pots 


from cuttings in early spring and are 
now in pots are benched in October, 


too. As soon as they become established, 
a good feeding is in order, so that they 
will continue to make husky growth. John 
Myers’ propagating bench is active now, 
producing new plants of ivy, lantana, 
heliotrope and fuchsias. 

Potting of bulbs for winter flowering 
is the biggest job for October. Daffodils, 
tulips and hyacinths are planted in clay 
pans and set in a trench in the garden, 
where they remain for eight to ten weeks 
for making roots. Of course they could 
be placed in a coldframe, but John 
Myers prefers to use this valuable space 
for other purposes. The bulb trench is 
about 5 or 6 feet square and 12 inches 
deep. Pans are placed right on the soi! 
and are covered with an inch of sand. 
A covering of 6 or 8 inches of soil is 
placed on this and the top is covered 
with leaves for protection against frost 

Everything is done systematically. for

favorite daffodils, Cheerfulness, Twink 
or King Alfred, they can be located 
readily. Another daffodil that John 
especially recommends for white flowers 
is Narcissus poeticus ornatus (N. ornatus 
maximus), which can be found in most 
of the catalogues. 

For earlier blooms, by December, 
Paperwhite narcissus are started this 
month. They go in soil, pebbles, sand, 
vermiculite or practically any medium 
that is convenient. Other bulbs that are 
planted late this month include Wedg- 
wood iris in: deep pots or flats, freesias 
and Easter lilies. These, of course, are 
placed beneath a bench until growth 
starts, when they are brought up into 
the sun to flower. 

Like all greenhouse gardeners, John 
Myers has his choice old favorites that 
go on from year to year. They include 
a shrimp plant (beloperone), geraniums, 


a night-blooming cereus, wax flower 
(Hoya carnosa), oxalis in variety, 


\sparagus plumosus, rex and semper- 
florens begonias, a large Clivia miniata, 
a big pot of spathyphyllum and a 
dracaena. 

There is an ideal spot for each of 
these. The spathyphyllum, clivia, rex 
begonias and similar shade-loving plants 
are placed in a shady passageway to the 
basement, which also includes a con- 
venient work bench and storage facilities. 
Shelves suspended from the roof and 
eaves provide the sunny locations needed 
for geraniums, oxalis, semperflorens be- 
gonias, etc. Additional shelving with both 
sunny and shaded exposure is located 
along the sides of the benches. This 
cuts down the width of the walk some- 
what, but after all, this is gardening on 
in intensified scale with every inch of 
space in production. 

Coldframes are an important part of 
John Myers’ gardening program. They 
produce fresh lettuce and other greens 
well into winter. This month the English 
daisy, Bellis perennis, is transplanted into 
the frame to provide husky clumps for 
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setting out next spring. Forget-me-nots 
(myosotis), pansies and vinca get cozy 
protection throughout the winter and are 
ready to make a show four to five weeks 
earlier than would otherwise be possible. 

After a visit with John Myers, you 
can’t help but be impressed with the 
youthful spirit of this octogenarian 
gardener. After 18 years of retirement, 
his interest is keener than ever. The 
beautiful flowers he grows are not used 
in his own home alone. Many of them 
go to parties, banquets, sick friends and 
flower exhibits. He is an active member 


of the Men’s Garden Club of New York 


and rarely misses a meeting. He goes 
“to learn from the experts,” he says, 


but the fact is, he gives much more 


than he gets. Unlike most men in re- 
tirement, John’s interest in gardening 


keeps him busy all year ‘round. It is 
his prescription for keeping young. “I’m 
glad,” he says, “that when I wake up 
in the morning, I never have to wonder 
what I am going to do each day. I 
know!” 


Timely Tips 


Plant bulbs of daffodils, tulips, hya- 
cinths, iris, lilies, anemones, ranunculus 
and freesias. Separate bulbs of veltheimia 
and pot separately. Start amaryllis into 
growth, repot or top dress, if required. 

Tie up snapdragons, carnations, calen- 
dulas, stocks, chrysanthemums and other 
tall plants. 

Take cuttings of abutilon, coleus, 
English ivy, genista (cytisus), geraniums 
and iresine. 

Plant seeds of calceolaria, calendula, 
cineraria, Primula malecoides, stock, 
sweet pea, cyclamen, streptocarpus, sal- 
piglossis and scabiosa. Transplant calen- 
dulas and snapdragons into benches. 

Dig and pot up root clumps of del- 
phinium, spiraea and similar perennials 
and place in a coldframe for forcing. 

Remove shading from all but tender 
tropical plants. Keep up required night 
temperature by starting the heating sys- 
tem. Do not sacrifice continuous growth 
to save fuel. Ventilate carefully. Provide 
good air circulation both night and day. 
Water more sparingly now that transpira- 
tion is slowing up.»

What about fluorescent light? 
It’s fine for African violets! You can 
grow them in the basement. Many an

Plants should be placed so the 
foliage is a foot from the lights, which 


| means that as plants grow larger and 


taller the pots will have to be moved to 
a lower level or the lights raised. White 
cardboard alongside the plants, or white- 
washed walls in the basement or coalbin, 
will increz light reflection. Lights 
should be turned on 12 or 14 hours a 
day. A time switch makes it easier to 
control lighting periods.

water should you give 


for most gardeners to follow. until they 
gain experience. Water when the soil 


surface begins to feel dry to your finger- 
tip. Use water of room temperature or 
slightly warmer. Frequency of applica- 
tion will vary—it depends upon the size 
of the plant, the temperature, the hu- 
midity, the rate of growth, the season of 
the year and the size and porosity of the 
container in which the plant is growing. 
If the plant is allowed to dry too much 
between watering periods, small tender 
flower buds just beginning to form will 
dry up and you'll get leaf growth but no 
bloom. If you water too frequently with- 
out giving the soil a chance to begin to 
dry a bit, you’re inviting crown rot. The 
happy medium is achieved only through 
experience gained through regular obser- 
vation. Make the fingertip test every day 


| before watering. 


Should you water from top or bot- 


tom? 

Either all right. When watering 
from the top. see that the spout of the 
battery filler or watering can is placed 
under the leaves. Water on the foliage 
is harmless provided it is as warm or 
warmer than the air and so long as the 
sun does not shine on the plant until it is 
dry.

Should multiple-crown plants be di- 
vided? 

Not if they are growing and biooming 
well. If you prefer single-crown plants 
the crown may be cut apart carefully. cut 
ends exposed to the air for an hour until 
a callus forms and then each one potted 
individually. 


When should you repot? 

With mature plants, only when roots 
become overcrowded. Usually growth 
slows up considerably when this happens. 
(Don’t attribute the slack winter sea- 
son to this cause.) With young plants. 
keep shifting to larger pots as they in- 
crease in size until a 41%-inch pot is 
reached. Some larger varieties will need 
a 6-inch pot. 


What kinds of pots are best? 

African violets will grow well in any 
kind of container from tin cans. porous 
clay pots. plastic, pottery. glass or what- 
have-you. The important thing is to 
suit the water supply to the porosity of 
the container. You won't have to water 
a plant in a nonporous container as 
frequently as one of the same size in a 
porous container, 


What soil for repotting? 

I like to use equal parts sand, peat- 
moss and leafmold. without any fertilizer.

{FROM PAGE 37] be wiser to use the 
moss Catharinea angustata to give the 
effect of a forest in such a bowl, with 
only the tiniest wood violets and _ par- 
tridge berries to augment it. Whereas, 
in a large, 12-inch bowl, clumps of lyco- 
podium, chains of shining club moss, 
masses of pipsissewa are not out of 
place. 

Fall is the 
woodland 


best time to establish. a 
terrarium. Choose, therefore, 
only the evergreens or such perennials 
as hepatica which rest during the sum- 
mer and may well bloom in the false 
April of your terrarium. 

It is imperative to know something 
about the mosses you gather. The bog 
mosses will not be lush when used side 
hy side with thin, dry tree mosses. Too 
much moisture induces mold in some 
yet some of the loveliest of these 
small plants produce new growth on the 
brown dessicated stems of the 
past. 

You will need thin moss for lining the 
bowl, so that no earth will show, and 
thicker mosses for covering the earth be- 
tween your plants, creating the mosaic 
coloring of a forest floor.

It is possible to make a terrarium from 
mosses alone, so diversified are they— 
the more common ones like the dicra- 
nums; the catharineas; the robust Poly- 
trichum commune; the fat pale green 
pincushion moss or Leucobryum glau- 
cum; the feathery Thelia hirtella. But 
there are also more unusual kinds, like 
webra, which looks like a mass of tiny 
white buds, and Bartramia pomiformis, 
whose capsules are like small brown 
apples on sticks. Add to these a few 
lichens, the reindeer moss (Cladonia 
tangiferina) and perhaps a pixie cup 
or two and you will have a lovely bowl- 
ful. Be sure to add a bit of sphagnum 
somewhere as a conditioner.

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even a touch of mystery. Anything you 
find in the woods, within the limits of 
consistency, is useful: a large acorn, a 
piece of puddingstone or quartz, a 
weirdly shaped piece of dry cedar, a 
colored gall, a bit of fungus like Poly- 
porus cinnabarinus. These additions 
need watching and must be removed at 
the first sign of decay or disease. 

Perhaps you prefer more foolproof but 
less natural effects, such as a bit of 
mirror to simulate a lake, a crushed 
silver Christmas ball as a streamlet, or 
even china or wooden animals, shel- 
lacked to withstand moisture. 

The tools you will need to gather this 
plant material are simple: any sharp 
implement, such as a linoleum or stout 
kitchen knife, can be used to cut deeply 
around the plants and a trowel will lift 
them. For most mosses, a pancake turner 
does the neatest job. Carry a light card- 
board box or wooden flat over the rough 
terrain and return with it occasionally 
to a larger flat receptacle which is half- 
filled with humus. A Jayer of newspaper 
between layers of mosses will enable you 
to stack them and yet keep them clean. 
And do not forget a goodly portion of 
humus, for only in true humus will these 
evergreens grow. 

Before entering the forest it is well 
to review a sort of litany of conserva- 
tion. Never take more plants than you 
need to fill your bowl. Where there is 
a single specimen, pass it by: 
there are two, take only one; and do 
not take a plant with an unopened seed 
pod—it is likely to resent transplanting 
and it is also ready to replenish the 
forest. 

When you are ready to make your ter- 
rarium, gather around you the materials 
you will need: glass containers and their 
tops, small pebbles for the bottom layer, 
sand to cover them, a few pieces of char- 
coal, humus which has been sifted, rocks 
to make the contours if you choose, slate 
to make steps and whatever embellish- 
ments you have chosen, tweezers to re- 
move debris and trim your 
plants and fashion your moss.

The first step in assembling plants in 
the bowl is to cut the thinnest piece of 
moss to the contour of the scene you 
have in mind; pick it clean with tweezers 


and use it, green side out, to line the 


bottom and sides of the bowl. Remem- 
ber, a flat planting is never as interest- 
ing as one with hills and cliffs. Contriv- 


ing these in a small bowl requires in- 
genuity but it can be done. Place what- 
ever large rocks you need to form your 
contour, allowing the top third or so to 
show above your planting. 

Then add a layer of sharp sand mixed 
with powdered charcoal and cover that 
with twice as much pure humus to the 
level desired. Moisten this slightly and 
begin planting. Clean your plants with 
tweezers, cut off any dead leaves, dip 
the plant tops in a cup of water to wash 
off any dirt that may have adhered and 


with your green thumb or a pencil make 
holes big enough to take the plant roots. 
Put the plants in their holes and cover 
them with humus, pressing down gently. 
When your terrarium is complete, wipe 
the glass inside and out with a clean 
towel. Then spray the plants with a fine 
mist until the earth has absorbed just 
enough moisture to exude a -bit when 
pressed. Whenever the top and sides of 


the container become cloudy, raise the_ 


cover for a short time. Keep your ter- 
rarium cool, never in direct sunlight. A 
handful of snow or a night in the re- 
frigerator will crispen your plants. 

The: best thing about a terrarium is 
the element of surprise. That is what 
makes it such an ideal gift for children 
and invalids. Humus is the wild, un- 
tamed earth of the forest: morn- 
ing you may peer into your small glass 
world and find a seedling pine has poked 
through, or the cotyledon of a moccasin 
flower. A hepatica or a violet ‘may bloom. 
There may appear flocks of tiny moths, 
or the ubiquitous earthworm. none of 
which will injure your plants -but which 
will provide diversion. You may even 
find yourself boarding a slim red sala- 
mander or, as in one case, a cricket to 
sing all winter. 

There is a bit of verse that suits the 
uses of terrarium makers: “. .. Anything 
can happen, anything at all. . with 
greens and humus and a big glass ball.»

The various chemicals in tap water dis- 
please many of our native plants, ac- 
customed only to rain. Many of the 
exotics from other countries are also 
damaged by reservoir water. One native 
shrub which takes Big Valley conditions 
is bush chinquapin, Castanopsis semper- 
virens, which forms thickets in the Sierra 
mountains, In the garden it makes a fine 
specimen shrub and, though it sometimes 
reaches 6 feet, it can be shaped and kept 
low by pruning. Its attractive features 
are the glossy evergreen leaves which 
are golden red beneath, and the neat 
chestnut-like nests that hold the tiny nuts. 
This plant needs humus in the soil and 
will take full sun. 

Among the exotics to be planted this 
month are: stock, calendula, wallflower, 
snapdragon, viola and sweetpea. Shasta 
daisy, gaillardia, columbine, dicentra, 
phlox, primrose and geum can go in now, 
but Michaelmas daisies are best planted 
in spring.

DEBUTANTE, or Sara C. Hastie, is an 
old favorite said to have originated i 
Magnolia Gardens in Charleston, S. C. 
This delicate pink ruffled bloom never 
fails to attract attention. 

Lapy CLARE is an exceedingly fine 
camellia with one exception—she loses 


her head too quickly! Very shortly 
after opening, the lovely rose-colored 
bloom falls to the ground. The almost 


flat petals of this variety, also known as 
Empress Akasi-Gata, surround a col- 
lar of yellow-anthered stamens. 

The right to include ALBA PLENA in 
this list might be challenged by 
growers. Although it starts to flower 
early, good weather it continues 
to bloom until the end of January. Then, 
too, the plant itself is not as hardy as 
the others here listed. Nevertheless, there 
are century-old specimens in the Deep 
South, where the blooms highly 
prized early in the season. It is prob- 
ably the most familiar of all on the list, 
having been grown here since about 1800. 
Its perfectly tormed, pure white flowers 
typify camellia beauty. 

Another old-timer is Fimpriata. It is 
a replica of Alba Plena except that its 
snow-white petals are fimbricated, or 
fringed. 

For years it was an accepted fact that 
Alba Plena doesn’t “sport.” But in 
January, 1952, Hooper Connell of Baton 
Rouge, La., patented the variety Mrs. 
Hooper CONNELL, developed from a sport 
of Alba Plena discovered in his garden 
in January, 1947. The foliage, habit of 
growth and blooming season are identi- 
cal with Alba Plena, but 
differs.

toothwort, Dentaria laciniata, because 
the plant is seldom plentiful in nature, 
even though it is widely distributed in 
eastern United States. I wonder if many 
gardeners made the acquaintance of this 
early spring charmer at that time. If 
they did not, it might pay them to get 
in touch with the nurserymen now. They 
would eventually get a plant up to 10 
inches or so, growing from a tuberous 
root, and producing quite large rosy- 
lavender to rosy-lilac flowers in early 
spring—at a time when color is needed 
in the garden. It does well in sun or 
shade, preferably the latter unless it 
gets an abundance of moisture during the 
growing season. 





African Violet Alma Wright 


@ A sparkling addition to any window 
garden would be the new double white 
African violet Alma Wright named after 
the editor of the African Violet Maga- 
zine. Fischer's Greenhouses, Linwood, 
New Jersey, who have propagated and 
observed it for two years, tell of its pure

Giant Ranunculus 


@ Although ranunculus are probably best 
handled in a cool greenhouse, they do 
well in sun parlor or cool, well-ventilated 
window where the temperature can be 
kept between 45° and 50°. Plant them in 
autumn in deep pots in the manner 
used for other bulbs for forcing, keeping 
them in the rooting bed, a_ protected 
outdoor frame or cool dark cellar, until 
mid-January or February. The result 
will be a revelation of color in late 
winter, especially if you use a good 
strain. That strain will be found at Ger- 
main’s, Los Angeles 21, California. At 
least that is what we had from that 
source last winter, when the lot of 50 
Giants of California turned out to be 
fully double, immense flowers in a wide 
range of colors.
